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THE DARIEN SHIP CANAL.

The Prablem Prohably Solved—A Practienhle
Houte for the 'annl Dincovered=The Divide
Hetween the Two (tenns Enslly Overcome—
Letter from Capinin SNeliridge Aunonacing
his Nuccess.

Paxama Jan, 20.—The great problem of s
ehip canal, connecting the Atlantic and Pacific
oceans, has been eatieflactorily solved, it Is be-
lieved, at length, and the prospects that the
long-wished for highway will be espeedily
thrown open to the commercial world are en-
ceuraging in the cxtreme.

Although the inteiligence just recelved here
regarding the eplendid undertaking Is somewhat
meagre, there is every reason to hope that the
commendable expedition sent by the United
States Government has been rewarded by a well-
deserfved success, Notwithstanding the innu-
merable obstacles to be surmounted and the
varions rumors afloat as to the impracticability
of making a canal at any other place than from
Aspinwall to Papama, Commander T, 0. Bel-
fridge, commanding the Darien expedition, has
})ersiﬁlenl confidently in his Dbelief that greater
eaeibility for this project existed elsewhere.

The storeship Guard, it may be remembered,
left New York December 4, and arrived at Car-
thagena after a Lwenty days' eall, and sobse-
quently proceeded to the mouth of the Atrato
river, distant from Aspiowall about 259 miles.
There the Guard lay at anchor and a portion of
the surveying party, consisling of the com-
mander, a few oflicers and marines and sallors,
came off In a launch and launded. The Atrato
is a deep, sluggish river, with marshy banks
extending bLack about ten miles, when the
ground becomes golid.

It appears the party took but very little bag-
gage, as the intention was to proceed slowly and
to g‘:‘raduallydiscowr the most possible route
with the cerfaipty of it being accomplished.
For a considerable portion of the time the party
had to rongh it under adverse circumstances,
but the prospects dally becoming brighter, the
stout-hearted members of the ploneer band tra-
verged the ground with a will, wading throngh
swampy tracks, which oceurred frequentty,
but towards’ nightfall the party pitched pretty
comfortable lents on the hard soll, the lights
attracting millions of intruding mosquitos, It
was cheering, however, Lo find that as the party
proceefied the surrounding couutry became
more favorable, and rapid way was made
towards Payn, which is a short way beyond
Yariea, on the Tuyra river, emptying Into the
Gulf of Ban Miguel, on the Pacific. Com-
mander Belfridge and party balted at Paya
and forwarded, in charge of the Indians, n sea-
man of the party,who was Ill, to Chapinga, and
thence to Panama. This sailor, Emerson, was
aleo made the bearer of despatches Lo the Htate
Department at Washington, as well as a letter to
United States Consnl Long at Panama. The
exploring parly then returned by the atrato Lo
the east const. After a very careful examination
it was discovered that the great divide was
exaetly three hundred feet above the level
of the ocean, and although it was some fifty
fect higher than was generally anticipated, it is
stated that the barriers are by no mweaus 8o in-
surmouniable as was supposed.

Although some hardships werg bravely en-
dured, no gickness Frc\-ni]usl.

Commander Bellridge, it appears, is deter-
mined to make o most thorongh and complete
exploration; for, althongh hisefforts so far have
been characterized by success, he will at once
proeced to relieve all doubt concerning the route
throughout the tri{;. The Indians showed no
signe of hostility, belng rather disposed to be
friendly than otherwise. The followlng is a
copy of Commander Selfridge's letter: —

“PaY A, interior of Darien, Jonnary 13, 1870,—-To
Consul Lopg: 1 have discovered the llne for the in-
ler-oceanie cannl, The helght of the dividing ridge
is three hundred feet, conuling on each side. It is
very favorable, I have forwanled some lelters to
Panama to you ULy the Indiaas. Please
send them on by Ot mail Ask Mr.
l’errf. \f the Nipslo bhas not arrived
by the time this reaches yon, to charter me a
sohooner of not less than Afty tous at as reasonable
terms as possible, snid degpateh her at once to the
mouth of the Atrato should he hear by mall any
pewa of the Nipsie having salled from the United
States for Aspinwall. ‘I'ell the captain of the
schooner that I wish hilm to proceed sith all des-
patch to the mouath of the Atrato,

“*Yours, truly, ToMas SsLFiibae, U, 8, N.

Paya |8 above Bavisa, in the Payra, which
emptlies into Darien harbor. Kmerson, the sea-
man who brought the despaich, salled up the
Puyra with the Indiaus, halting at Chaflnga.
He subsequently passod out throngh the Gulf of
San Miguel, aud continued along the coast to
Papama, a distance of over four hundred miles.
Having been injured on the voyage, he was
conveyed to the hospital at Panama, where he
is progressing favorably, He etates that the
party enjoved good health, and that so far
everytblng augured successfully.

A telegram was gent to Mr. Perry, the United
States Consul at Aspinwall, and he chartered a
tchooner Lo go to the mouth of the Alrato river,
there to await orders from Commander Bel-
fridge. The schooner will be o readiness lua
few days.

The survey by way of Ban Miguel, on the
P;wlixﬂc side, will be commenced in about a forg-
night. -

WHERE SHALL HE BE CROWNED?

The Corenntlen of Kalser Wihelm-UOlalms

of the Great German Cltles—Hamors nod

FPrecedenta.

The air of Germany I# thick with rumors ot
the coming coronation. Whereshall it be held?
is the theme of universal discussion. Already
all who conceive they l;m-—e-:-us any sort of vested
interest in the matter have been quietly beatir-
ring themselves, and there are now six cities In
the field contending for the inauguration of the
pew Kalserdom. ‘Their clnims, says the London
Times, may be briefly reviewed.

Firet in antiquity comes Worms, the seat and
residence of the earllest recorded conynerors of
Rhineland, the Burgundian dynasty (A. D, 434);
Inter a favorite resort of Charlemagne and his
fuccessors; a free imperial city, member of the
Rhine Bund in 1265, with a popnlation in the
time of Barbarossa of seventy thousand, now
fallen to eleven thousand, Worms has an im-
mortal renown in Germany for Its famous Diel
of 1521, when Luther learlessly cast down the
gauntlet of the Reformation.

Next comes Alx-la-Chapelle, the birthplace of
Charlemagne.  Before the high altar of the
majeetic Dom, which he had ecrected, the
mighty Emperor erowned hle son, and from hils
death henceforward, from A. D. 814 to 1531, no
lees than thirty-one Emperors were crowned
here. Ilere, too, until 1793, in the sacristy
werv"ln:nsured many of the imperial robes and
regnlin.

iiuxl. in antiquity of 1t8 claims comes Frank-
fort-on-the-Maln, where, from the glorious era
of Barbarosea, the election of the head of the
Holy Roman Empire has, with few interrup-
tiong, been held. From the time off Maximillan
11 (1502) both the election and coronation of the
Emperors had been held at Frankfort, and
almost all existing records, ceremounials, and
tllustrations of the Imperial coronations centre
in Frapkfort, from Rickard of Cornwall down-
wards.

Nuremberg has been a favorite abode time
out of mind of the most famous of the German
emperore, A number of Diets were held there.
Nuremberg 1s the chief existing representative
of the later Middle Ages and Renalssancs. Re-
gensburg—or, as we choose to call it, Ratisbhon
—1s the best type of the ecarlier. It is the city
of the Imperinl Diets, held here from 1653 to
1806: here, too, were Rudolph III and Ferdi-
nand IT elected.,

Here are five ancient cities, all, unless belied,
at this moment actively preferring their historie
claime. Berlin contests them. Only Spires, the
burial place ol the ancient Emperors, is wanting
to come forward to complete the classic number
eeven. Worme, wise in ita generation, has
gonght to propitiate the new emperor’s right and
left hande, Bismarck nud Moltke, by conferring
upon them honorary citizenship. It is under-
stood, however, that the cholce fluctuates be-
tween Berlin and Frankfort.

The claims of Alx-la-Chapelle are venerable,
but Frankfort may urge that hers have more

iractieal foree. Bernnd ita Dom, the former

as but Jittle existing vestiges of i's ancient
edifices; they have been replaced by modern
factories. The partisang of l-‘runkforl. contend
that there all {8 unchanged. It can show the
I'alace founded by the ron of Charlemagne, and
the Romer ITall, built in 1405 for the ceremo-
nies and festivities of the Emperor and Prince
Electors.

As a central poiot for the meeting of the Ger-
man princes, Frankfort I8 perhaps the mostl
convenient city in Prussian territory, standing
ppon the Malp, the middle bonndary line of
North and South Germany. If the empire is
not to sink rapidly into o nonentity, it will be
well that the German people should see the
faces of their new emperors, and no oceasion
can ever offer so fitting as the Inauguration of
thelr dignity. Starting at Aix-la-Chapelle,
Cologne, Mavence, Worms, Spires, Btrasburg,
Ratisbon, and Nuremberg counld be visited,
notil the majestic procession, swelling as It
moves along, should end at Fraukfort. The
ancient progresses of the emperors from their
residence to Frankfort, and thence down the
Rhine to Aix-l1a-Chapelle, ocenpied more time
and encountered greater difiienlties,

will not afford the expense of bullding and
working a road of the ordinary size.

The number of Jateral roade on all the tronk
lines will be greatly Increased, and in densely-
populated rural districts every farmer will de-
sire to have a rallroad to convey his produce to
matkel. There can be very little doubt of the
success of such roads as feeders of the larger
ones, even If they do not In all respects answer
tho expectations of those who have formed en-
thusinstic notlons of what may be accomplished
by them. Roads but & few mlles in length
leading from the stations of the main roads,
with care to take the place of the stages now
uged to convey passongers at the ordinary herse
speed, need not be run with the veloelty of
through lines to make them very useful, {l in
probable that the cars for the thirty-inch gange
will be built with single seats on each side of the
passage-way, which will be a very agreeable
arrangement for many traveliers,

It may be observed that single persons enter-
ing m ear prefer to sit alone, and not a few will
resort to the expedient of encumbering & don-
ble ecat with baggage In such a manner as to
deter others (rom entering it. Single seats will
euit such persons admirably, although they may
not be so agreeable to those who travel in
conples.

We are assured that the gentlemen who have
undertaken te build the Allentown and Harris-
burg narrow-gange road bave the means and en-
ergy needed Lo consummate ench a work expe-
ditiouely, and there are many who are sanguloe
enough to belleve that the lictle road will be-

come a epirited rival of the East Pennsylvania
and Lebanon Valley road.

WASHINGTON R AILROAD QUARREL.

A Statement from the Baltimore and Ohle
Rojlroad,

The Baltimore and Ohlo Railroad Company
muke public the following facts in regard to the
charge for through fare from Washington to
New York:—

On December 9th, the Buperior Court of Bal-
timore eity declded adversely to the claim of
the Biate of Maryvland for (ax on travel between
Baltimore and Washington. Althengh the Etate
at once appealed from this declsion, the Balti-
more and Ohio Rallroad Company ordered a re-
duction of its fare from $1-50 to #1-20 for this
travel, and telegraphed to the presidents ot the
Philndelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore and
New Jersey roads, lnformiog them of the deci-
sion, and expressing its desire to joln them in o
reduction of the fare between New York, Phila-
delpbla and Washington.

The price for a ticket between New York and
Wasbington bas been #8. The Baltimore and
Ollo Rallroad Company proposed o reduse to
8750, making of this reduction from its pro-
portion 2 cents, and asking the I'hiladelphia
and New Jersey Rallroads to dedoct each 1114
cents, £till leaving them %005 between Baltl-
moré and New York, or §302'; each.

These compaules, on previous oceasions, pro-
feseed a willingness Lo accept less than £3 on
tbe New York tleket. They now refuse to
make this reductlon. The figures proposed by
the Baltimore and Ohio Rallroad Company pay
its minimum rates—$120, snd 25 cents for
trangfer in Baltimore.

The Baltimore and Ohio Rallroad Company
has decided that, ns there compuuies accept
#1'80 each for precisely the same service as
their proportion on varlous Western Lickets,
where competition controls them, that itis so
unjust to the public to refuse to reduce to
§502)4, although, at present, no competition
existe, that It has determined to break the
through ticket, and sell ounly ltsflocal ticket, at
its reduced price, rather than assist lo the col-
lection of the extortionale rates demanded by
those roads.

Important interests in New York, Philadel-
plls, and Baltimore are arranging to build,
under State authorlty, a courpetent line, with
which the Baltimore and Oblo Company will
co-operate, when President Garrett umlc(plt&l
the charge will be reduced to §2-50 between
Baltimore and Philadelphia and Philadelphia
and New York.

DEATH ON THE RAIL.

Terrible Dlanster on the Hndsen River Hall.
rond — Celllslon of an Eapreéess Passenger
Tralo and an il Tealn-Qccupants of n Sleeps
ing Cnr Burned te Denthy, Not One Escnplox
—(ver 20 Pernons Known to be Kilied nnd
Many Others Wounded.

Povankeersie, N, Y., Feb. 7.—The accldent
on the Hudson River Railroad last night at New
Hamburg was cansed by an oil train bound
nortn catching fire and setting the bridge at Noew
Hamburg also on fire. The Paclfic Express
came up and ran into the oil train and canght
firealso. The bridge gave way under the welght,
when the traln went down in a jumbled mass.
The loeomoltive, express car, baggage car, Poll-
man car and coach, and a sleoping-car of the
express train, went down with the crash. The
engineer of the express train was killed, also the
cofiductor of the Pullman ear and brakemnan,
Several passengers on the Pullman and sleeping-
cars were unable to get out when the crash oe-
curred and were burned to death or drowned,
The scene ot the track is a fearful one. A corps
of physicians is there from Poughkeepsie to
attend the wounded and dying, and a search is
now being made for dead bodies,

Further particulars and the number of the
dead and wounded cannot yet be ascerlained.
Doctor Simmons, Engineer Peter Vosburg, the
conductor of the Pallman car, and the brake-
man are known to be killed.

Fuarther Partlealara—15 Persons Killed Ont-
right nond Many Others lojored Fainliy,

New Youx, Feb. 7.—The following pariicu
lars of the railroad disasler are furnished by
the Western Unlon Telegraph Company:—

The train leaving New York at 6 o'clock last
evening met an oll train on the New Iamburg

drawbridge. The oil train jumped the track
and broke in two. The oil car lipped over on
to the passenger train and set it on fire, and the
locomotive, carg and bridge were all burned up.
Three eleeping cars are among those destroyed.
Fighteen persons were killed ountright, and
many more injured who cannot recover. No
names have yel been obtained,

Sl Later Account of the Disaster—Accurate
Detnlls,

Povankeersin, Feb. 7.—The despatch sent
this morning Incorrectly stated the cause of the
disaster on the Hudson River Railroad. An oll
train was bound south, and when passing New
Hamburg an axle of the oll car broke and
dragged along the ground till it reached the
drawbridge, when, striking the timbers, it threw
the car off its track and upon the np-track in
face of the gecond Pacllic express. An attempt
was made to stop the express Lrain, but noi in
time enough, and 1t struck the oil car, and frag-
ments of the oll car were scattered iu every di-
rection, and at once Ignited, enveloplog the
entire expregs (rain in dames.
